All the evidence is that it was not possible for any 
Secret Service man to have been here at this time, and 
Liebeler knew it. Yet he and the Report are silent about 
the obvious, that the appearance of a man 'or men with 
fake. Secret Service credentials is part of a carefully- 
planned conspiracy. Nor is this the only evidence of 
conspiracy Liebeler overlooked, as, for example, so 
many. in New Orleans, including right- wing Cuban and 
CIA involvement, scsneone, not Oswald, sending in a 
duplicate change of address to the right nost-office' 
substation, of which he said, "We’ll add that to the 
stack." The one thing that is intolerable is that this 
was dropped in the investigation and ignored and sucpres- 
sed in ohe Report, nike with the Odio case, and the 
False Oswald. • ’ ‘
